Just a note - I'm on Ely way to Vietnam 
on a quick trip - but I thought I'd draw your attention 
to the piece in look of today's date by Fletcher Knebel. 
Knebel is Washington Bureau Chief for that paper and 
eo-author of " Seven Bays in May" . 

I don't know why he concentrated on Epstein's 
book, but maybe you should ask him. 

Secondly, I got a wire last week from London 
asking me for a judgement on Mark Lane's reliability 
as we had been offered his book for serialisation. 

This suggests to me that, despite the early lack of 
interest in the entire subject, Lane's London agent 
may have been more energetic than yours. 

I wired back that I though Lane was probably too 
parti pris to be taken seriously. I also sent off 
copies of your book (again - they must be bursting at 
the seams with copies. I've already sent them at least 
three, including your original photocopy manuscript 1) 

Anyhow, I thought you'd like to know. Lane's book 
is being actively peddled in London, and, therefore, 
presumably elsewhere. As I fancy yours is better, 
this ought to be something for you to get your agent 
to pursue. 
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
